charges of rebating and discrimination 


\. ajpinst^he Lake Shore and Michigan 


iuthern and other railroads in favor 


of^the Standard Oil company. The jury 
is to convene July 9 and will follow'up 
certain 
testimony developed during 


two recent sessions of the interstate 
commerce commission in this city. 
An important link in the 
prepara- 


tions being made in connection with 
the special session of the federal 
grand jury came at a conference be- 
tween James R. Garfield, commission-j 
«r of corporations, and United States 
District Attorney' Sullivan. 
Neither 


Mr. Garfleld nor Mr. Sullivan would 
discus* their conference. 
Mr. Gar- 


fleld was closeted with the district at- 
torney following a session behind 
closed doors between Sullivan and 
T. J. Jerome, general 'attorney for the 
Lake Shore railway. A number of the 
employes of the Lake Shore railway 
have been subpoenaed to appear before 
the grand jury- There is little doubt 
but that the witnesses 
so far sub- 


poena 1 will be questioned particular- 
ly concerning shipments made by the'1 
Standard Oil company over the Lake 
Shore system.

Appropriations Made at the Recent 


Session of Congress. 


Washington, D. C-, July 3.—Repre- 


sentative Tawney (Rep.), chairman of 
the house committee on appropria- 
tions, has prepaYed a detailed state- 
ment concerning 
the appropriations 


for the next fiscal year beginning July 
1, 190G, made by congress during the 
session just closed, in which he claims 
that the per capita cost of govern- 
ment in the United States, including 
federal and state, is less than that in 
any European country. 
Mr. Tawney 


enters upon an analysis to show the 
various channels into which the total 
appropriation of $880,103,301 will be 
diveiled. 
He begins by 
deducting 


$139,156,415 provided for the sinking 
fund, the Panama canal, etc., showing
